At the end of a day during 
which the Democratic brass, at- 
tending a two-day national rally 
here, temporarily swept their 
differences under the rug, for 
re-examination later on, the for- 
mer President charged the Re- 
publicans with “undermining 
and tearing down” the structure 
which “the Democrats built so 
well” during their 20 years in 
power. 


Sets Goals for Party. 


He said the Democrats were 
the “party with a constructive 
program that could prevent the 
country and the world from go- 
ing down the road to ruin,” if 
it is victorious in next year’s 
congressional elections. 

“Then in 1956,” Truman said, 
“we can complete the job. We 
can take the government away 


to all of the people, where it 
belongs.” 

He expressed impatience with | 
Democrats who say it would be 
smart politics to let the Repub- 
licans keep their congressional 
majority in the 1954 elections. 
These Democrats believe the 
task of winning the presidency 
in 1956 could thus be simplified 
by leaving the Republicans with 
a clear one-party rule. 

“IT want to tell you frankly,” 
the former President said, “that 
I disagree with this view.” 

He said the Democrats should 
“pitch in and work and fight” 
to make sure of victory next 
year, and that Democrats should 
“stop them wherever we can 
whenever Republicans tie them- 
selves to principles contrary to 
the Democrats point of view.” 

“The Republicans claim they 
are going down the middle of | 
the road, but if they are, they're | 
going down it backward, faster 
every day,” Truman said. 

Truman Assails Congress. 

He described the present Con- 
gress as worse than the Eight-

About 1250 radio stations have 
joined the system in the test 
sponsored by the Civil Defense 
Administration, Federal Com- 
munications.Commission and the 
Air Force. Conelrad is short for 
“control of electromagnetic ra- 
diation.” 

The system was devised to 
keep radio stations on the air 
during attacks without giving 
enemy pilots a radio beam. In 
case of an actual alert, the Air 
Defense Command would order 
regular broadcasting halted and 
the standard, or AM, stations 
in the system would switch to 
low-powered broadcasts on two 
assigned frequencies, 640 and 


1240.

Yorktown in Korean Waters. 


YOKOSUKA, Japan, Sept. 15 
‘(APi—The 27.000-ton aircraft 
carrier Yorktown, has joined 
United Nations naval forces off 
Korea. The Yorktown was taken 
out of mothballs May 17, 1951, 
and modernized. This is its first

Once that happens 
a big part of West Germany's 
industrial machine will be 
switched over to the production 
of arms. In turn that will take 
some of the heat off this coun- 
try’s own industries which are 
losing markets in peacetime 
goojs to the Germans who have 
no arms burden. 

It might allow the British 
themselves to keep an eye on 
the German defense effort.

regulation by the Federal Power 
Commission. “ 

Higher Rates Foreseen. 

If the bill becomes law, said 
the committee report, “unrea- 
sonable” rates for natural gas 
charged by some companies 
would be “passed on and paid 
by the ultimate consumers 
whom we represent.” 

The committee said the Hin- 
shaw bill, approved by the 
House and pending in the Sen- 
ate, also should be opposed by 
city officials, It would exempt 
from FPC rate regulation any 
person who buys natural gas at 
a state boundary if the gas is 
consumed in the state and is 
subject to regulation by a state 
power commission. 

The report suggested that 
pipeline companies, now under 
federal jurisdiction, would, if 
the bill became law, be able to 
organize subsidiaries which 
could receive the gas at state 
‘borders and market it without 
federal rate control. 

“Frankly,” the report added, 
“state regulation of the price 
of natural gas has generally not 
been as effective in the public 
interest as federal regulation.”

The resolution introduced by 
James A. Brownlow, department 
president, asked that the Gov- 


ernment begin planning for the 
project as soon as possible, keep- 
ing the maritime industry in- 
formed.of its progress. 


Establishing a fleet of cargo 
ships “capable of carrying at 
least half of the nation’s foreign 
trade and sufficient to provide 
an adequate auxiliary to the 
armed forces in time of war’’ 
also was urged in the resolution. 

Another resolution was adopt- 
ed calling for modification of 
President Eisenhower's order 
of last May in which new loy- 
alty and security plans were 
outlined. 

The new program would de- 
prive certain citizens of their 
inalienable rights to be pre- 
sumed innocent until proved 
guilty and to confront their ac- 
cusers, the resolution said. 
“Certain people in auhority 
may be tempted to use this 
power maliciously,” the resolu- 
tion stated in reference to the 
President’s order. 

The convention today will 
elect the Metal Trades Depart- 
ment president and secretary, 
each for three-year terms, and 
six vice presidents, for one-year 
terms.

WNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
Sept. 15—President Eisenhower 
said last night that he has “every 
confidence that a greater and 
stronger United Nations is in the 
making.” He pledged the Unit- 
ed States Government's support 
to make“the organization “ever 
more successful.” 


The pledge was contained in a 
message read at a dinner given 
by the American Association for 
the United Nations in honor of 
Secretary - General Dag Ham- 
marskjold. 


In addition to an address by 
Hammarskjold, the guests heard 
tributes from Lester B. Pearson, 
of Canada, retiring president of 
the Assembly; Dr. Ralph J. 
Bunche, Nobel peace prize win- 
ner, and Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
a former member of the Ameri- 
can delegation to the U.N. 


Eisenhower’s Message. 


The President's message was 
a reassurance to those who have 
feared certain elements might be 
able to persaude this country to 
a from the organization. 

; oor org Fy éian symboliz 
ing and guarding so many pre- 
cious hopes of all men—has met 
the test of aggression,” E/isen- 
hower said. “It has helped new 
nations find freedom and self- 


expression, It has, through trial (2 
and patience, found the means 


to ease many international dis- 
putes. 

“This United Nations is de- 
voted to a supreme effort: to 
demonstrate that free men who, 
together, have checked aggres- 


sion, can no less effectively find 
the way to strengthen peace. 
Each test that is successfully

worthy of the solemn trust it 
defends. 


“I should like to repeat... 
the resolve of the Government 
of the United States to strive in 
every way to make the United 
Nations ever more successful in 
the great work before it.” 


Hammarskjold’s View. 


Hammarskjold upbraided 
gently those who would have the 
Soviet Union or other countries 
thrown out of the U.N. In the 
same context he seemed to lean 
toward admission of Communist 
China. He pointed out that what 
he called the “working hypothe- 
sis” of the U.N. charter is that 
“all the great nations and groups 
of nations must belong to it if it 
is to succeed.” 

“It seems to me that the idea 
of the United Nations to which 
only the like-minded will be ad- 
mitted, in which membership fs 
a privilege and explusion is the 
retribution for wrong-doing, is 
totally unrealistic and self-de- 
feating,” he said. 


Concerning the veto power in 
the Security Council, he re- 
minded his audience that peace- 
ful settlement of major issues 
has never been prevented by 
exercise of the veto.  Settle- 
ments require mutual agreement, 
he continued, and unless such 
agreement is reached there can 
be no settlement even if the veto 
provision were not a part of the 
charter. 

Hammarskyold said existence 
of the U.N. “does not add to the 
economic burden of fts members, 
beyond its modest administrative 
budget, which costs citizens of 


; your country less than a dime a 


year and others a comparable 
amount.” 


“In fact,” he said, “organized

The six ministries existing at 
the tme of the death of Premer 
Joseph Stalin were reduced to 
three in a reorganization dis- 
closed in Malenkov’s inaugural 
address last March. 

. The new shakeup followed 
closely on the promotion of 
Nikita S. Khrushchev to first 
secretary of the Communist 
party, top leadership post of the 
party formerly held by Stalin 
and Malenkov. 

Speech by Khrushchev. 

At the meeting of the central 
committee of the party Sept. 3, 
at which Khrushchev was ap- 
pointed, he urged agricultural 
reforms to increase the pros- 
perity of individual peasants 
and stepped up production of 
consumer goods. 

The speech was pubjished in 
the Moscow Communist party 
newspaper Pravda today. Vir- 
tually the entire Soviet press 
was dominated by news of the 
all-out Soviet campaign on the 
agricultural front.

SAIGON, Sept. 15 (UP) — 
France and Cambodia have 
reached agreement on the setup 
of the Cambodian fighting forces, 
which was the main obstacle to 
an agreement for greater inde- 
pendence to the Indochinese 
state, it was announced today. 


French sources said that under 
the agreement France would 
transfer command of five Cam- 
bodian native battalions and 
some auxiliary troops to Cam- 
bodian command. Cambodia, in 
turn, would lend three of the 
battalions back to France. 


KNOWLAND SPELLS 
OUT AID POLICY 


SAIGON, Sept. 15 (AP)}— 
United States Senator William 
F. Knowland (Rep.), California, 
said today the United States 
“will support only those nations 
in Asia who make a serious ef- 
fort to defend themselves against 
Communism.” 

The remarks by the Senate's 
majority leader obviously were 
aimed at the Indochinese king- 
dom of Cambodia, whose Prime 
Minister last week said his Gov- 
ernment would not fight, the 
“Communist-led Vietminh in 
Viet Nam if they would leave 
Cambodia alone. 

“Every nation In the free 
world must recognize that neu- 
tralism is not a conceivable at- 
titude in the actual world,” he 
told a press conference before 


leaving for Thailand, adding, “It 
would be stupid to think that 
the Russian bear or the Chinese 
tiger would stop at the frontier 
of a neutral country.” 
Visits Cambodia. 

Knowland, touring the Far 
East, visited Cambodia yester- 
day. He refused to comment on 
his talks there with Premier 
Pen Nouth, but American sources 
said the Senator told the Cam- 
bodians that if they persisted in 
a neutral stand and refused to 
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help the French fight the Viet- 
minh, the United States would 
cut off all military and eco- 
nomic aid to the kingdom. 

The Senator told reporters 
the time has come “when the 
Asian nations must understand 
aggression against one is ag- 
gression against all.” 


French Forces Gain in New 
Red River Delta Drive 

HANOI, Indochina, Sept. 15 
(AP)—French Union forces sup- 
ported by fighter planes, bomb- 
ers, mobile artillery, and ar- 
mored units pushed steadily 
ahead today in a drive to destroy 
Vietminh rebel troops in the 
Red river delta south of Hanoi. 

The French Union massed 
about 5000 troops against an 
estimated battalion — normally 
around 1000 men—of the Com- 
rounist-led forces in the rice 
fields and hills six miles south 
of Dong Quan. That community, 
a resettlement village estab- 
lished with $340,000 in United 
States aid money 17 miles south 
of Hanoi, long has been a goal 
of Red units trying to destroy it 
by fire and night raids. 

Most of the current action 
centers between Dong Quan and 
southward toward the Day river. 

The new offensive action was 
launched by the French Sunday 
as part of a drive to remove the 
threat of a Vietminh attack 
against strategic entrances to 
the heart of the Red river 
delta.

The Senator did not identify 
the witness by name, but called 
him a $12,000-a-year “high of-| 
ficial” of the Secretariat. 

McCarthy said, too, the wit- 
ness admitted having pleaded 
guilty in 1941 to a morals charge | 
involving himself and another | 
man. 

McCarthy gave no other de-| 
tails of the testimony except to! 
say the witness admitted having | 
contributed to organizations list- 
ed as Communist fronts by the 
United States Attorney General. 

He said the man worked for | 
“a New York state agency” in) 
December 1941, was with the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration and | 
has been with the U.N. since 
1946, 

Another unidentified witness 
today described Julius Reiss, a 
documents clerk for the Polish 
delegation to the U.N., as “a 
very high functionary in the 
(Communist) party,” McCarthy 
said. 

Reiss, .also an American, ap- 
peared before the Senate inves- 
tigators yesterday and reported- 
ly refused to say anything about | 
possible Communist connections.

On Trial With Prelates. 

On trial with him went the/ 
Rev. Jan Dailewicz, former| 
treasurer of the Kielce Curia, | 
the Rev. Jozef Dabrowski, the | 
bishop's former chaplain, the | 
Rev. Kwladyslaw Widlak, a for- | 
mer officer of the Kielce Sem- | 
inary and Sister Waleria Nik- 
lewska. 

Bishop Kaczmarek read along 
statement in a firm voice from 
notes in which he pleaded 
guilty to all counts of the in- 
dictment. 

Referring to we period just 
after World I, Bishop 
Kaczmarek saaid that the Vati- 
can, worried about the progress 
of Communism following the 
Russian revolution, turned its 
political efforts against the new 
Soviet state and wanted astrong 
anti-Communist Government in 
Poland. 

That is why, he said, the Vati- 
can sent Archbishop Ratti—later 
Pope Piux XI—to Poland. Arch- 
bishop Ratti, the bishop said, 
strongly supported Poland’s 1920 
war against Russia and later 
helped the government of Mar- 
shal Pilsudski. 

During World War II, the 
bishop said, he was in favor of 
a policy of appeasement, sub- 
missiveness and loyalty to the 
Nazi invaders and had advised 
his flock to behave so in pastoral 
letters. 

However, he said, when the 
Nazis demanded that he ‘de- 
nounce a “disloyal” priest in his 
diocese, he categorically refused 
to do so. ° 

Backed Exiles’ Policy. 

When a Soviet victory over 
Germany in eastern Europe be- 
came a certainty, the bishop tes- 
tified, he supported the policy 
of the Polish exile government 
in London of resistance to the 
Soviet Union. 

The bishop told the court he 
fought Poland’s present Commu- 
nist government by all possible 
He said he worked with 
the late Cardinal Hlond and car- 
ied on a policy of complete col- 
iecentian with the American 
@nd British embassies.

O Joe Louis picks Roland 
S La Starza to defeat Rocky 

Marciano when they meet 
in the Polo Grounds, New 
York in a bout scheduled for 
Sept. 24, 15 rounds. 

Louls joins the man he de- 
feated for the heavyweight 
championship, Jim Braddock, 
in his selection but they are 
almost alone as most of the 
boxing writers think the 
champion will retain his title 
by a knockout. 

In this regard it is well to 
recall the analysis which Sam 
Pian made of Marciano after 
seeing the champion in a re- 
cent workout. Pian, a vet- 
eran manager of boxers who 

. handled Barney Ross and 
Tony Zale, said that Marci- 
. ano’s improvement was amaz- 
- ing. 
Still, the fact that the pre- 
* ponderance of opinion is with 
Marciano means little. One 
punch, properly placed, can 
change the whole picture. 
Should La Starza pop Marci- 
ano early you could throw all 
the past performances into 
the waste basket. 


When Max Schmeling faced 
Joe Louis the first time, the 
situation was much the same. 
Virtually nobody gave the 
German a chance. Pre-fight 
predictions were that Louis 
could name the round, the 
minute and the second when 
he would take Schmeling. 
Later on these stories caused 
some very red faces among 
those (of us) who wrote them. 

For Schmeling nailed Louis 
with a hard righthand punch 
on the jaw early in the fight, 
then went on to kayo the 
Brown Bomber in the twelfth 
round after he handed Joe a 
landing 
more than 50 smashes with 
his righthand to the jaw of 
Louis, according to Jack 
Blackburn who was. then 
training Louis. 


La Starza’s friends think he 
will outpoint Marciano who is, 
by all lights, not a fancy 
boxer. 

They also point out that in 
their first meeting Marciano 
was able to gain only a split 
decision despite the fact that 
he floored La Starza.

Let’s Think It Over 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

With absorbing interest I read the 
letter signed “Let’s Be Honest.” The 
closing gibe was unfortunate, for I 
know of no one connected with the 
campaign for adoption of the plaza 
bond issue who is not honest. 

The letter takes a negative view 
of the proposed $1,500,000 bond issue 
for creation of a park connecting 
Memorial and Aloe plazas.and sub- 
sequent erection of seven 12-story 
apartment buildings for middle-in- 
come families. 

‘“‘What assurance have we” that the 
buildings will be erected, the letter 
asks. Well, St. Louis today would be 
a hick town if that opinion had pre- 
vailed in the past. 

A quarter-century ago, or more, 
Olive, Delmar and Market street 
were eyesores, paved with cobble- 
stone and largely lined on each side 
with tumble-down dingy resident 
quarters and business places. Today, 
all three are modern, paved, widened 
boulevards and have undergone a 
substantial face-lifting. So “Let’s Be 

Honest,” need not fear that the pro- 
jected program will not be carried 
out. 7 

The letter voices concern over the 
fut@re of present tenants in the pro- 
posed clean-up area. Fact is that of 
the 640 residents in the area only 
about 75 are permanent dwellers; 
the rest of them are lodgers. More- 
over, persons who vacate quarters 
in the area would be relocated by 
the Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment Authority in better quarters 
than they now have. 

St. Louis has made _ substantial 
progress in its crusade for oblitera- 
tion of the slum blight, and it will 
be unfortunate if the pace is slowed 
by kicking dust into the citizens’ 
eyes or standing up straw men and 
knocking them over. 

Facts dictate that this would be a 
great forward step for our city. ‘It 
cannot be too strongly or too often 
emphasized that approval .of the 
bond issue at the polls Sept. 29 
would not result in any added taxa- 
tion on the public. As such outstand- 
ing men as President Albanese of 
the St. Louis Board of Aldermen 
have pointed out, “this is a bargain 
that St. Louis cannot afford to miss.” 
Other city beautification projects 
are to follow if this measure is ap- 
proved by the people. 

St. Louis needs to continue its 
two-fisted fight on slums, for they 
are often breeding places for crime, 
gickness, disease and juvenile delin- 
quency. The noted writer Ella Wheel- 
er Wilcox was speaking my mind 
when she wrote: “If you want to 
help close the prisons, beautify the 
homes of earth.” 

I sincerely hope that “Let’s Be 
Honest” will think it over again, 
have a change of viewpoint and de- 
cide to help us roll up a decisive 
vote for the bond issue Sept. 29.

They evidently seek to get the debate re- 
newed at the regular session now opening, in 
the hope of exploiting the breach between fhe 
Western allies over the composition and nature 
of the conference. 

Another round of debate would be unfor- 
tunate, but it may not be avoidable. The State 
Department has indicated as much by suggest- 
ing that while it will oppose reopening the sub- 
ject, it will go along if necessary to prevent the 
peace conference from being scuttled altogether. 

This does not mean that the United States 
has changed its views on how the conference 
should be set up. Secretary Dulles is on the 
scene himself to help organize opposition to 
the kind of conference—with India, Burma and 
other non-belligerents participating—which the 
Chinese propose, 

Is a replay of the old fight the best our diplo- 
mats can do? The first performance was costly 
enough to American leadership, and a repetition, 
while it may again result in our mustering 
enough Latin American votes to “win,” is not 
likely to advance the cause either of peace in 
Korea or of unity with our allies. The objective 
of constructive statesmanship should. be to reach 
an agreement on the organization of the peace 
conference by means which avoid another battle 
royal in the Assembly. 

It would help in the attainment of that end 
to recognize at the outset a simple fact which 
appears at times to have been forgotten. This 
is that the Assembly has no power to impose 
upon Peiping and the North Koreans a type of 
conference which the Communists reject. The 
Assembly can only recommend. 

Whether we like it or not, the Chinese and 


North Koreans possess the same “yeto” over» 


the terms of the conference which the United 
States and its allies possess. Both sides have to 
agree on the arrangements, or there will be no 
conference. 

Neither side won on the battlefield the power 
to impose on the other the terms of a peace 
or the terms of a peace conference. As a truce 
could be attained only by agreement of both 
sides, so a peace conference can be set up only 
in the same fashion, 

The simplest and most effective way to deal 
with such a situation is by direct negotiation be- 
tween the parties concerned. The next best way 
is by the mediation of a third party which both 
sides are willing to deal with. In the parleys at 
Panmunjom and in India’s representations at 
Peiping, both methods were used to bring about 
agreement on the terms of an armistice. Both 
may have to be used to reach agreement on the 
terms of a peace conference. 

There is no assurance, admittedly, that the 
gap between the Chinese proposals and those 
supported by the United States can be bridged 
by either negotiation or mediation. But the rela- 
tively mild tone of the Chinese reply, the fact 
that it differs in important respects from the 
earlier Moscow line, and its open call for settle- 
ment of the issues through negotiation, all sug- 
gest that some compromise may be possible. 

Certainly it would be better to try for agree- 
ment than to go through another Assembly de- 
bate which, in the end, only reiterates support 
for a U.N. plan which the Chinese are free to 
reject. 
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Now a Housing Committee 

President Eisenhower has appointed citizen 
committees to study foreign trade, federal-state 
relationships, farm policy and government re- 
organization. He has now added a committee 
to study federal housing policy under the chair- 
manship of Housing Administrator Albert M. 
Cole. 

The function of the committee is to develop 
for the President a series of recommendations 
which he can present to Congress. Its appoint- 
ment, in other words, is an acknowledgment 
that the Administration has no housing policy 
of its own, and apparently no very strong con- 
victions on which to base one. 

Can the committee fill this void? Final 
judgment must be reserved until its report is 
in, but realistic observers will not expect too 
much. 

Before a housing policy can be framed, some- 
body has to decide whether public subsidies 
for low-rent housing and slum clearance are a 
good thing or not. The representatives of pri- 

. vate enterprise on the President’s new commit- 
tee will say No, and the representatives of public 
housing will say Yes. Who is going to cast the 
deciding vote? It can only be cast by the Ad- 
ministration which is responsible to the people. 

A committee may help make up its mind, but 
the decision itself cannot be delegated. 
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Happy, Happy Democrats | 

Just being out of the big jobs certainly does 
not produce harmony in a political party. Con- 
sider the Republican’ clan wars which flared 
almost to the day of Gen. Eisenhower's nomi- 
nation. Or give a thought to the sling-shooting 
of Attlee and Bevan in the British Labor party.

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A Devious Attack 

The House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee’s report on religious leaders ib.utterly inde- 
fensible. It'ig the devious nature, of the attack 
as much as the eminent position of the targets 
which makes the committeé’s work so repugnant. 

Last spring the junior McCarthyman from Il- 
linois, Congressman Velde, first said his. com- 
mittee would investigate the clergy, then denied 
it when a furore arose about government en- 
croachment on religion. But in mid-summer 
Velde went ahead and his committee held ses- 
sions in New York. 

These sessions were secret. The principal wit- 
nesses were ex-Communists. The public was not 
allowed to hear what went on, and clergymen 
mentioned by the witnesses had no opportunity 
to reply to their charges. 

When the committee finally let the public in 
on this reckless proceeding, Velde and his col- 
leagues did not have the courage to make an 
honest statement of their own. They merely re- 
leased the testimony of the witnesses and let 
this completely unsifted gossip stand for evi- 
dence. 

Thus the slur on the reputations and charac- 
ters of scores of clergymen was achieved in a 
remarkable display of irresponsibility. For the 
Velde Committee will probably claim’ that it did 
not say the Reverend X Or Rabbi Y was a Com- 
munist, but that the witnesses said so. 

The Velde Committee was obviously afraid of 
public reaetion to its invasion of religion. So it 
carefully avoided having to make the remark- 
able choice between accepting the word of for- 
mer Communists or the word of men of the 
cloth. It did not hear the latter. 

As a result of this cowardly showing, the pub- 
lic has little information about all the personali- 
ties involved, but a few of the religious leaders 
are well known. Among those whom the Velde 
Committee witnesses sought to identify with 
subversive activities were the Rev. John Haynes 
Holmes and the late Rabbi Stephén S. Wise. 

The Rev. Mr. Holmes, a nationally-known 
Protestant minister, has a long record of civic 
and philanthropic work and of devotion to de- 
mocracy. His life speaks for itself. The late 
Rabbi Wise, whose leadership in his faith was 

known to the world, cannot speak for himself, 
and that makes the attack on his name more 
disgusting. 

The Velde Committee has established some- 
thing new even for this era of irresponsible 
congressionnal inquiries: the cringing inquisiton. 
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Anheuser-Busch Clears the Air 


Anheuser-Busch’s announcement that it has 
no objection to the proposed fluoridation or- 
dinance ought to come as good news to St. Louis 
parents. Fluoridation of the municipal water 
supply is the only safe, practical, cheap and 
effective way of attacking dental decay in their 
children. 

City Hall observers who watched a fluorida- 
tion bill being killed in committee in the last 
aldermanic session attributed this result to 
the fears of some aldermen that some industrial 
users of water might be adversely affected. 
Anheuser-Busch is the largest user of water in 
St. Louis. 

The. firm's latest statement ought to clear 
away any uncertainties about its position that 
may have existed in the minds of the city’s law- 
makers. The Board of Aldermen should now 
get busy and pass the fluoridation ordinance. 
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As Sound a Reason as Any 

Does urban redevelopment pay? The Penn- 
sylvania Economy League has an answer for 
Pittsburgh, where redevelopment has proceeded 
in a big way in the last few years. 

Pittsburgh lost $5,187,265 in taxable valua- 
tions when 36 of the 60 acres under redevelop- 
ment at the tip of its Golden Trianglé were put 
into park. But in the remaining 24 acres the 
gain in valuations resulting from intensive re- 
development has amounted to $10,470,490, and 
the rebuilding is not yet complete. 

An even more impressive gain has been 
chalked up on the Mellon Square project. Some 
$2,459,740 in values were wiped off the tax 
books when the square was donated to the city. 
But the construction of new buildings around 
the square has already put almost $16,000,000 
in new. property values on the tax rolls. 

The direct result of redevelopment in Pitts- 
burgh has been the creation of some $35,000,000 
in taxable valuations. The indirect result has 
been even more exciting, For downtown rede- 
velopment has stimulated rebuilding throughout 
the city, and the overall gain has run to. some 
$114,000,000 in new values that yield new taxes. 

Similar though more modest gains can be ex- 
pected in St. Louis with passage of the $1,500,- 
000 plaza bond issue. The loss of taxable values 
in the three blocks df the plaza area that would 
be turned into park would be more than offset 
by new values created in the companion hous- 
ing project. And if the Pittsburgh experience is 
any guide, not only the downtown area but the 
whole city would benefit from the stimulus of 
this enterprise. 

Pittsburgh has shown that redevelopment 
pays. That is as sound a reason as any to vote 
Yes for the plaza bond issue on Sept. 29. 
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The Decline of Meetings 

It may be that there are simply too many 
theetings. On one and the same day we learn 
of two projected meetings that collapsed for 
lack of one or more of the essential ingredients. 
A proposed meeting in Pasadena, Calif., at 
which there was to have been a panel discus- 
sion of the new Kinsey book, fell through be- 
cause nobody had bought any tickets and there 
was, accordingly, no audience. 

In Mexico City, at the same time, a recital 
in the Palace of Fine Arts by Artur Rubenstein 
ended in a sour note—or, more accurately, 
ended without any note at all—when it was 
discovered that there was no piano. 

When there are more piano recitals than 
pianos, and more panel discussions than au- 
diences (or tickets), it would seem that the 
meeting, as an institution, is suffering. Fewer 
meetings, with more audiences, tickets and 
pianos, might well be the watchword. Other- 
wise, the saturation point may be reached— 
i.e., the point at which the ability of people 
to arrange meetings equals, or exceeds, their 
ability to attend them.

Though the Moroccan resolution 
passed by the U.N. Assembly in New 
York in December 1952 imposed upon 
France the moral obligation to act “in 
accordance with 
the spirit of the 
Charter,’ things 
have been going 
from bad to worse, 
as though the 
French authorities 
in North Africa 
were determined 
to assert their in- 
dependence of the 
U.N 


The moral aspect 
of the Moroccan di- 
lemma has been al- 
most entirely lost 
in the thicket of le- 
gal arguments, stra- 
tegic considerations and economic in- 
terests.. The great powers that finally 
determined the attitude of the U.N. 
were guided entirely by expediency. 


“Blood Bath” at Casablanca’ 


But since December 1952 things have 
been moving pretty fast, not in Mo- 
rocco alone but also in France. France’s 
indifference to the U.N. verdict is no 
longer so universal as it was only last 
December. What is far more important, 
the moral character of the Moroccan 
issue has suddenly emerged into the 
full light of day. THis’ dual develop- 
ment was set in motion by the “blood 
bath” of Dec. 7-8 in Casablanca. 


In protest against the assassination 
of the Tunisian trade-union leader, Far- 
hat Hachad, and in sympathy with the 
Tunisian workmen, their Moroccan col- 
leagues proclaimed a general strike. The 
strike proceeded calmly and in perfect 
order until the French authorities— 
whether deliberately or by accident is 
not fully established—started large- 
scale shootings of defenseless natives. 


In the ensuing disorder some 1500 
Moroccans were killed. During the 
week, over 10,000 leading Moroccans 
were thrown without trial into prison. 


These events, deliberately minimized 
by the local authorities, at first caused 
only the faintest stir in France. The 
official reports of the Residence Gen- 
eral in Rabat and the Quai d’Orsay in 
Paris spoke of 38 killed and 79 wound- 
ed. They laid stress upon the “Com- 
munist” character of the “nationalist 
disturbances,” and presented the whole 
affair as a nationalist plot provoked by 
the Moroccan debates in the U.N.

Official Reports Not True 


However, when impartial French ahd 
American eyewitnesses managed to in- 
form the outside world of the true na- 
ture of the “blood bath,” certain sec- 
tions of the population in France be- 
gan to feel perturbed by them. This 
uneasy feeling took root in two Catholic 
centers: The Frénch Catholic Intellec- 
tual Center (CCIF) and Temoignage 
Chretien (the “Christian Witness”). 

Both dispatched independent observ- 
ers to Morocco. When these returned 
to Paris, the CCIF called a large =

As a result, Le Figaro, the leading 
Conservative daily, sent to Morocco two 


of its best reporters and, during the 
subsequent weeks, published a series of 
deeply disturbing articles from them. 
These articles caused a sensation 
throughout France and North Africa. 
The truths they established were more 
or less identical with those revealed 
by the CCIF. 


These truths were as follows. The of- 
ficial reports of the December events 
were all untrue. There had been no 
collusion whatever between the nation- 
alists and the Communists. The bloody 
events were provoked, not by the Mo- 
roccans, but by the French. They 
were provoked, first, by the inflamma- 
tory articles.of the French press in 


Morocco, and then by the measures tak- ~ 


en by the French administration and 
police in Casablanca. 


Settlers Lynch Moroccans 


Not 38 natives had been killed, but 
about 1500. Not 79 had been wounded, 
but several thousand. Such lynchings 
as had taken place had not been per- 
petrated by natives. The victims were 
nog French. It was the other way 
around: in an outburst of animal pas- 
sion French civilians had lynched in- 
nocent Moroccans. 


The reporters also confirmed what 
had been known all along by true ex- 
perts on the Moroccan situation, namely 
that France’s. Moroccan policy was dic- 
tated not by the French Government 
but by the-local colons (settlers), the 
local administration that protected 
them, and the North African Lobby in 
Paris identified with the colons. 


Fortunately, however, the lobby and 
the colons do not dominate the whole 
of France. At long last, many, at least, 
of the better elements in France recog- 
nize what impartial observers have; been 
saying for years: However important 
the purely political, strategic and eco- 
nomic implications of the Moroccan 
fight for independence may be, the 
kind of colonialism visited upon the 
natives there raises the Moroccan issue 
to the level of a grave moral problem. 

Mauriac and those who follow him 
have realized that, while only French 
newspapers, settlers and administrators 
in Morocco might be responsible, it is 
France as a whole that takes the blame 
and stands convicted at the bar of world 
opinion. 


Americans Remain Indifferent? 


The combined action’ of Mauriac, 
various Catholic groups and Le Figaro 
has provoked a violent reaction on the 
part of the colons and their various 
spokesmen, both official and unofficial, 
Mauriac and those behind him have 
been vilified and called dupes of propa- 
ganda, and even Communists. 


The correspondent. of Le Figaro re- 
ported a conversation he had in Mo- 
rocco with a charming elderly lady of 
the colon world, who assured him that 
the greater the number of Moroccans 
murdered and killed, the brighter the 
future of Morocco and of the French 
who live there! 


America is today the political and 
economic leader of the entire free 
world. Can then the American people, 
whose civilization is rooted in Chris- 
tian principles, remain indifferent to an 
issue which leading Catholics in France 
have recognized as a moral and Chris- 
tian one?

ing struggle tn Indochina, the 
end is in sight. The terrorists 
are being whittled down, and 
their losses cannot be replaced. 
Since last year, the number of 
“incidents” has been steadily de- 
creasing, and more and more 
guerrillas are surrendering. 

Who are these people? They 
are 90 per cent Chinese who 
came to Malaya in recent years. 
Of the rank and file, some are 
criminals, some _ professional 
bandits; others are educated, 
idealistic young people. But the 
hard core and the leadership are 
fanatical Communists who fought 
the Japanese. Their goal is a 
Communist state in Malaya 
(which produces a third of the 
world’s rukber and tin and com- 
mands one of the world’s main 
highways). For five years since 
their postwar effort to seize con- 
trol narrowly failed, they have 
ambushed and murdered thou- 
sands, derailed trains, slashed 
countless acres of rubber trees 
and plundered rice, medicine and 
money from helpless squatter 
villages scattered along the jun- 
gle walls. 

If Malaya is finally pacified, 
much of the credit will belong 
to Britain’s brisk, wiry, energetic 
high commissioner, Gen. Sir 
Gerald Templer, who arrived 
early in 1952 (after his predeces- 
sor had been ambushed and 
shot). With an “it-can-be-done” 
spirit, he has stiffened up sol- 
diers and civilians alike. At his 
headquarters in Kuala Lumpur, 
a bustling, modern city of a 
quarter million surrounded by 
great tin mines, vast rubber 
estates and jungle, Gen. Tem- 
pler and his devoted, competent 
staff showed me why, in his 
words, “we've got the beggars 
on the run at last.” 

I saw troops in the field, tin 
mines, rubber plantations, a 


leper hospital, Malay kampongs, 
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slum-clearance projects and 
“new villages.” On a little- 
traveled road, I met Malay abo- 
rigines wearing “home-guard” 
brassards (and little else!) who 
presented me with a blowgun 
and quiver of arrows. I even 
survived a masterful forced 
landing when our helicopter’s 
engine stalled on the way back 
from the jungle “front.” I com- 
forted my emb British 
hosts by reminding them that 
the engine was American. (An- 
other helicopter came to the 
rescue within minutes.—Ed.) 


British Strategy Succeeds. 


Everything I saw and heard 
seemed to justify Gen. Tem 
ler’s salty optimism. The strat- 
egy of the British is to starve 
the enemy out of the jungle, 
and their four-pronged tactics 
are decimating the _ terrorist 
ranks at the rate of about 70 a 
month: 

1. Food supplies are being 
gradually choked off by re- 
settling isolated villages into 
new defensible communities 
protected by wire fences and 
armed militia. No fewer than 
510,000 people have been moved 
into 509 new villages in one of 
the greatest mass movements of 
modern times. 

2. Constant, aggressive patrol- 
ing keeps the jungle-weary ter- 
rorists on the move. Loud- 
speak in airplanes promise them 
clemency if they come out and 
surrender, death if they don’t. 

3. Home-guard units are be- 
ing built up, so that today the 
Malays, Indians—and, to a 
lesser extent, the Chinese—are 
actively participating in the 
pacification campaign. Since 
the terrorists are largely Chi- 
nese, they have been unable to 
identify themselves—as in other 
Asian countries—with legiti- 
mate nationalist movements. 

4. Rehabilitation centers — to 
which captured terrorists and 
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suspects are sent from detention 
camps—are solving the problem 
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Ipoh, looted a village in Kelan- 
tan State and attacked a plan- 
tation manager in Johore. It’s 
still not safe to travel through 
much of the countryside with- 
out an armed escort; and, as a 
British police official told me, 
“Only the opportunists and th 
fair-weather Commies are sur- 
rendering; the hard core have 
to be captured or killed and the 
women are the toughest of all.” 


Nevertheless, progress has 
been so good that General Tem- 
pler and his staff now devote 
most of their thinking to Malaya’s 
post-emergency future. Better 
aware of the imperatives of 
Asian nationalism than some of 
the old-school British colonial- 
ists, they are in full sympathy 
with Britain’s declaration of 
self-government for Malaya. 

The only question in the 
minds of men like Templer and 
the wise Malcolm MacDonald, 
Commissioner General for 
Southeast Asia, is one of tim- 
ing: How soon after the fight- 
ing stops should British rule 
come to an end? 

MacDonald put it this way: 
“Asia is trying to do in years 
what we did in generations. 
This is inevitable, but it creates 
appalling difficulties.” 


Malays Are Minority. 

In Malaya, the difficulty is 
illustrated by the population 
statistics. Of the 6,500,000 peo- 
ple who live onthe Malayan 
peninsula—including the crown 
colony of Singapore — nearly 
3,000,000 are Chinese and 700,- 
000 are Indians: The Malays are 
a minority in their own coun- 
try, and there is no counterpart 


Communist thrust into Laos im- 
perils Thailand’s borders, and 
refugee Chinese Nationalist 
troops imperil Burma’s security 
and sovereignty. 

What are the Communists’ ob- 
jectives in Laos? Some say they 
are exploiting the anti-French 
nationalism in Laos and Cam- 
bodia to seize these weakly de- 
fended countries and thus en- 
circle Viet Nam.

The Burmese assert that these 
troops are supplied from For-: 
mosa directly, or via Thailand. 
And they blame the United 
States for not cracking down on 
Chiang, whom they consider an 
American puppet. In March, the 
Burmese government formally 
renounced further United States 
technical assistance (which 
Burma needs and wants), just to 
silence critics who called the 
aid hush money to make Burma 
keep still about Li Mi’s army. 

Burma and Thailand have 
never been very good neighbors, 
and they differ in many ways. 

Burma is a young, rough-and- 


ready nation; on the other hand, 
Thailand, though surrounded for 
a century by French and British 
colonies, managed to preserve 
its independence. Thanks to its 
rice surplus, even the plentiful 
poor have enough to eat. So 
there has never been much cause 
for unrest—either political or 
economic. 
Thalland With the West. 
Unlike neutralist Burma, Thal- 


land has unequivocably cast its 


- 


lot with the West and was one 
of the first to send troops to 
Korea. Its government, an ab- 
solute monarchy until 20 years 
ago, is now an easy-going police 
state operated by the politically 
conscious upper crust; in lieu of 
elections, there are bloodless 
military coups d'etat. Qf late, 
Prime Minister Pibul Songgram, 
a man of force and character, 
has made good progress, with 
United States assistance, in 
strengthening the army and im- 
proving education, health and 
agriculture. 


But avaricious, ambitious offi-

independence. For the past five 
years, Burma’s army has been 
battling five separate and simul- 
taneous insurrections (two of 
them Communist), in addition 
to Gen. Li Mi’s Chinese free- 
booters. At the same time, the 
government has had to grapple 
with staggering economic and 
social problems, massive war 
damage, poverty, illiteracy, dis- 
ease and a shortage of trained 
administrators and technicians. 
But Burma has been winning its 
battles one by one. Were it not 
for the Chinese irregulars, the 
new nation would at long last 
be pacified today—no wonder 
the Burmese are exasperated! 


The President, Dr. Ba U, an 
accomplished elder statesman, 
and the young leaders of this 
young nation reminded me of 
the men who govern Indonesia.

Our own ex- 
perience has shown that our 
public schools were largely re- 
sponsible for integrating immi- 
grants of diverse national ori- 
gins into a cohesive American 
society. If the British sincerely 
want to prepare Malaya for in- 
dependence—and I believe they 
do—they will hasten the process 
of breaking down the Chinese 
wall that divides Malaya’s peo- 
ples.

Speaks Up 
Shot Heard All Over China 
| By Adele Starbird 


D< T. Z. KOO said at the recent Danforth Foundation 


Conference in Michigan that he had seen proof that the 
Russians began in 1918 — one year after their Revolu- 
tion—to infiltrate China. By 1921 they had produced a 
Bolshevik wing within the 
Chinese Nationalist party. 
In 1928, the Communists 
launched a “father-son 
revolution,” an attempt to 
4 break down the authority 
- 4 of the family, which has al- 
‘| ways been the real strength 
of Chinese culture. “You 
were not consulted when 
you were born,” the young 
people were told, “and you 
owe your parents nothing.” 
A young girl who was 
away at school was deeply 
influenced by their teach- 
ing. When her family sent 
for her to come home to be 
married to a man they had 
chosen for her, she obeyed 
the summons, but refused 
the marriage. Her father 
DEAN STARBIRD insisted; she shot and killed 
' him. 

That pistol shot was heard all over China. It was & pro- 
found shock, an alert and a warning. A reverential people 
felt revulsion and disgust. “The Communists are beasts,” 
they said. “Children are taught to shoot their parents.” 

Today, after 35 years of effort, only 4,500,000 Chinese 
are Communists, exactly 1 per cent of the population. But 
they control the means of subsistence, and therein lies 


their power.°

THE COMMUNIST ATTACK upon Christianity takes a 
subtle form. Instead of persecution, there is sabotage of the 
integrity of the Christian conscience. A Christian is pre- 
sented with a dilemma; there is no unequivocal answer; 
whichever choice he makes, he is bound to feel tormented 
and guilty. 
- For instance, the Communists called a conference of 
representatives of the varicus denominations, requesting 
them to present a report. But as each delegate was called 
to the rostrum, he received a paper which he must substi- 
tute for his report. It was a denunciation of his church and 
its clergy, a mass of lies and slander. Should he read it, 
knowing it to be false? But if he refused to read it, not 
only he, his whole church would be punished. Had he the 
right to involve hundreds of innocent people in his fate in 
order to preserve his sense of honor? . 
“ THis matter of the dilemma seems to be a peculia 
Russian gambit. Two years ago Norman Cousins said the 
Soviets had succeeded in presenting us with two dilemmas. 
The first was the Berlin blockade. If we abandoned Berlin, 
we lost the confidence of the West; if we stayed, we tied 
ourselves up. The second dilemma was Korea. We couldn't 
win a decisive victory.

DR. KOO BEGGED US not to believe that American 
prisoners had become Communists. “You must have charity. 
If you treat these men harshly, they will become Commu- 
nists indeed. They will fall into the hands of the agents who 
aré just waiting to make use of them. Try to understand 
these returned prisoners. Remember, you do not know what 
it means to be hungry.” 

So said Dr. Koo, who came back emaciated from four 
years in a Japanese prison camp.

Important Step

HE first step in teaching is of great importance. The 
T teacher should be well prepared to set the stage so 

that the interest of pupils is aroused. She should deal 
clearly with the subjects in order that the children under- 
stand her meaning and succeed in learning. 

This first lesson should not be too long. It is well to 
touch upon ideas which are not strange to the youngsters, 
while seeking to stir their childish imaginations with some- 
thing new to them. The children must not be worried or 
wearied, for then they may leave the classroom with a 
distaste for school. This first appearance of a teacher must 
be friendly. : 


x * 

DON’T TRY TO GIVE too much information at one 
time—just enough so that the youngsters can understand. 
In their young way, the pupils must eventually show that 
they have clearly understood the lesson. 

Much of the difficulty pupils face in the upper grades 
can be traced to inattention when they were beginners. 
Therefore, the teacher of the younger children should do 


. her utmost to make certain that a pupil does not leave the 


classroom with a hazy idea of some task—such as guessing 
the sum of 7 and 9. They are apt to carry these foggy 
ideas through other grades and when they are confronted 
with real arithmetic problems they are discouraged, as they 
might well be. 

_ 

TEACHERS of advanced grades are frequently too busy 
to pay attention to fundamental steps and as a rule pupils 
who are backward in some tasks have no inclination to 
brush up on them. There is a readiness for each stage of 
learning and when that is allowed to pass without absorbing 
the lesson, it is learned-in a way only with severe effort 
and, as a rule, with scant results. 

Though they are dealing with very young children, 
teachers in these beginners’ grades must be experts. So 
much depends on them that they should be thoroughly 
skilled in their profession. When they realize a youngster 
fails to understand a lesson, they know what to do for him, 
After all, their work sets the basic learning for the future. 

So that is why I say that the first steps are of such 
great importance and that the first teachers should be ex- 
perts. Mistakes are likely to be regrettable and to have 
serious consequences.

The Oatis Story : : 
Correspondent Finds He Is Being Shadowed 


Three of His Czech Employes 
Disappear One at a Time as 
Prelude to His‘ Own Arrest

William N. Oatis, the Associated Press correspondent 
who was jailed by Communists in Czechoslovakia for 
more than two years, is relating his experiences in a 
series of articles. In this, the third, he tells of some of 

the events just before his arrest.

NE night in February of 1951 the Prague radio broadcast 
(ax a policeman had been shot to death near Charles Square 


in downtown. Prague. 


The killers had escaped. The public 


was asked to tell the police anything known about them. 

In that killing, I saw only one item in the day-by-day grist 
of news that passed through the office. Actually, it was an event 
that was to wield an enormous influence on my own life. 


About a month later Mrs. 
Hana Svoboda came into the 
office. She was the wife of 
Thomas Svoboda, one of my 
translators, and the mother of 
his baby daughter. She was 
looking for her husband, and she 
was weeping. 

He was off that day, and no- 
body in the office had seen him. 
His wife, who had a clerical job 
and had worked herself during 
the day, would say only that he 
had left the apartment where 
they lived with her parents, and 
had not come back. 

Svoboda never came back to 
work, either. I reported his dis- 
appearance to the Ministry of 
Information, which had approved 
his employment by the AP, and 
to the police. 

But neither was any help in 
tracing him. And as I learned 
more about what had happened 
that day his wife had come look- 
ing for him, I was pretty sure I 
knew why. 

While Svoboda was in the 


,apartment with his mother-in- 


law, a strange man had come 
asking for him. Svoboda had 
talked with the man briefly in 
an undertone, and then both 
had left. 


As they walked down the 
street, another man had fallen 
in behind them and the three 
had vanished around a corner. 
That night, plainclothesmen had 
searched the apartment. 

It seemed safe to guess that 
Svoboda was in the hands of the 
secret police. But, by virtue of 
the very nature of the secret 
police, it did not seem safe to 
say so—not out loud, anyway. 


A few days after that, Paul 
Woydinek of my Czech staff said 
he had learned the trouble was 
that “that boy who’s out of the 
country” had been connected 
with “some people that had 
something to do with the murder 
of that policeman.” 

I had never met “that boy 
who's out of the country.” But 
I had heard a lot about him. 

He was a-chum of Svoboda’s 
from college days, a young Czech 
refugee who lived in Paris and 
was in and out of Czechosiovakia 
from time to time. 


It was fairly clear that he 
crossed the border illegally. But 
I was unaware of whatever else 
he might be doing. In fact, I 
did not even know his name. 

I had heard of him first from 
Nathan Polowetzky, my prede- 
cessor in charge of the Prague 
bureau. Polowetzky was expelled 
from Czechoslovakia on grounds 
of “unobjective reporting” and 
came back to London in April 
1950 while I was waiting there 
for a visa to go into that coun- 


In talking about his work in 
Prague, he spoke of: “a little 
guy’—he did not mention any 
name—that had given him news, 
a man that came from.Paris but 
seemed well informed on doings 
in Czechoslovakia. 

After I got to Prague I heard 
from Czech employes that this 
man had given Polowetzky a 
story the Ministry of Informa- 
tion had cited as an example of 
“unobjective reporting’—a fac- 
tual story on a coal mine strike 
in the Bohemian town of Kladno. 

Woydinek did not show up for 
work April 2. I weit to his 
room with an interpreter and 
found it sealed with paper tape. 
A neighbor told us what had 
happened: 

About 6:30, as Woydinek was 
getting ready to go to the office, 
six plainclothesmen had walked 
in. Three had led him away. The 
other three had stayed, searched 
the place and sealed it. 

On Friday morning, April 20, 
I awoke about 8:30 in my room 
at the Ambassador Hotel and 
telephoned the office to see if 
there had been any news worth 
picking up on Prague’s morn- 
ing newscast. 

Our old night watchman, who 


~ 


spoke only Czech and German, 
answered the telephone. I asked 
for Peter Muntz, the translator 
who had been due on the job an 
hour and a half*earlier. The old 
man said, “Nein, nein’’—‘“No, 
no.” 

I called Muntz’s apartment. 
His wife said, “Mr. Oatis, my 
husband is at office.” I waited 
awhile and then called the office 
again. Again the watchman an- 
swered, but a moment later 
somebody else was on the wire, 
telling me in broken English 
that Muntz was not there. 

It was a man whose voice I 
did not recognize. And I thought, 
“This is a cop. Muntz has been 
arrested, and if I go to the office 
I will be arrested too.” I asked 
the man what he was doing 
there, He said he was fixing 
the teletype machines. 

I drove to the United States 
Embassy. I told the counselor, 
Tyler Thompson, I was afraid 
police were in my office. On 
his advice, I had Miss Mary 
Horak, an embassy secretary, 
telephone the office and speak 
Czech with the alleged teletype 
repairman. He told her exactly 
what he was doing to the ma- 
chines, and we decided he was 
no impostor—and no policeman. 

Richard G. Johnson, the vice 
consul, went with me to my of- 
fice. The night watchman was 
still there. The printer repair- 
man—whom I recognized imme- 
diately when I saw him, though 
I had not recognized his voice— 
was just leaving. Muntz was no- 
where in sight. 

That afternoon I went to Dr. 
Rudolf Popper, head of the press 
section of the Ministry of Infor- 
mation. 

“Three of my employes are 
missing and I think they’ve been 
arrested,” I said. “Am I going 
to get arrested?” 

The swarthy, black-haired lit- 
tle man, who looked something 
like a thin Pierre Laval, asked 
me if I had a guilty conscience. 
I said, “No.” 

He leaned back in his chair in 
the tired way he had, looked 
down his face at me and said, 
“Why should you warry? You 
have semi-diplomatic status.”

T was true that my official ac- 
J creditation gave me something 

like diplomats’ extra rations. 
But it was not true that it grant- 
ed me diplomatic immunity from 
arrest. 

That was Friday. On Sunday 
at about 10 a.m., I drove out of 
the public garage where I kept 
the office car and turned a cor- 
ner on by way back to the hotel. 
In my rear view mirror, I saw 
another car pull away from the 
curb behind me. 

It was a big, black, stream- 
lined Tatraplane, a Czech model 
commonly used by the secret po- 
lice. Was it following me? I 
would see. 

Instead of going straight to 
the hotel, I made a detour 
around a block. The Tatraplane 
followed me all the way. When 
I parked in front of the hotel, 
it parked about a block behind. 

I hurried inside, picked up my 
key at the desk and dashed up- 
stairs, two steps at a time, to my 
room on the third floor. I bolted 
the door and stood there with 
cold terror stabbing into my 
stomach. I decided to go to the 
embassy. That was United States 
territory, and Czech police could 
not reach me there. 

There were two ways from 
stairway to street—one through 
the front entrance, the other out 
a side door and down a pas- 
sageway. I chose the second as 
the safer. 

Nobody recognizable as a de- 
tective was either in the lobby 
or out front. I slammed the car 
door and drove off. Down the 
street, the Tatraplan also pulled 
away from the curb. 

Once I was in National av- 
enue, I had a straight stretch of 
almost a mile down past the

5 OME months previous to my 


arrest a postcard summoned 

me to the Prague office that 
issued residence permits to for- 
eigners in Czechoslovakia. 

There would be a talk, the 
card said, about my latest appli- 
cation for such a permit. By 
special arrangement, I had been 
carrying on my work by virtue 
of successive extension of my 
residence permit, despite the 
fact that I had been deprived 
of my official accreditation, or 
working permit, at the end of 
September. 

I went to the office and was 
taken before a strange man—a 
very strange man. His eyes 
were a cool, pale blue behind 
thick steel-rimmed glasses, and 
under them the flesh was folded 
into pouches. His hair was 
washed-out blond. His face had 
the pallor of a dead fish. It 
was twisted into an exaggerated 
grin. 

This, I thayght with a little 
chill inside, is what a-~- secret 
policeman looks like—something 
like(an unhealthy lizard, come 
from some suniess cave. ‘ 

He motioned me to a chair, 
sat down again himself and 
béamed at me through several 
awkward seconds. Then a sec- 
ond man came in, laid aside 
coat and briefcase and seated 
himself beside me as interpreter. 

“We must apologize for the 
pictures!” said the first man, in 
Czech. 

I looked up at the walls and 
saw a sunny landscape and a 
bright military portrait of J. V. 
Stalin. I wondered why a Com- 
munist policeman should be 
apologizing for Stalin. 

But my weird new acquaint- 
ance had already’ passed on to 
the subjects of “our party” and 
“political defense.” He said the 
party believed in criticism and 
self-criticism. Self-criticism, he 
continued, was really like con- 
fession in the church: If a man 
had something on his conscience, 
he told it and felt better after- 


ward. I wondered, what he was 
leading up to. 

Then my interrogator said, “A 
citizen of Czechoslovakia is un- 
der arrest and has mentioned 
your name,” 

I was surprised. I said I could 
not imagine who it.could be. 

He pulled something from a 
file on his desk, held it up and 
said, “‘Have you ever seen this 
before?” 

It was a typewritten sheet of 
yellow paper that had been torn 
to pieces and then pasted to- 
gether again. 

“That,” I replied, “looks like 
a letter that a man named Jan 
Stransky wrote in my office one 
Sunday last August.” 

I told the story: Stransky, a 

*labor-camp inmate on a Sunday 
pass, had walked into my office 
and told me he was looking for 
his former employer, Russell 
Jones of the United Press bu- 
reau of Prague, with the idea of 
talking to him about getting his 
old job back when he should be 
free again.

There 
he told me it would be restored 
soon. And it was. 

I thought I had won—won in 
a fight to convince the secret 
police that I was a legitimate 
foreign correspondent, and not 4 
spy. But I forgot something that 
Kratochyil had told me the day 
we first met. 

“You're all right,” he had said, 
“unless they want you for & 
propaganda trial.”

Between the two workers, 
the artist placed words about 
what they were saying.

Isis was said to help the sick, 
and also was honored for hav- 
ing taught people how to raise 
crops. In some cities the priests 
spoke of her as having the same 
powers as Hathor, goddess ofa 
love and laughter. There came 
a time when both the priests 
and the public forgot about 
Hathor because Isis was be- 
lieved to have all of Hathor's 
powers. 

The fame of Isis spread be- 
yond the borders of Egypt. An- 
cient Greeks sometimes de-| 
clared that ghe was the same 
as their goddess Demeter (pro- 
nounced “de-MEE-tur.”).
